Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The remarks provided in the applicant initiated interview request 
form for claims 7, 9, 10 and 139-142 were discussed in the interview. Applicant's interpretation of the the spatial 
multiplexing and rank of the channel matrix was discussed. The examiner will review the references and determine if a 
reasonable interpretation of these claimed terms was taken in the final office action. No definition of these terms is 
found in the claims. It appears the examiner failed to examine the limitations recited in claims 139-142. These 
limitations will be reviewed when a response to the final office action is received and an appropriate response will be 
made. A declaration and power of attorney was filed 12/23/2003. It does not appear Mr. Chapp is an attorney of record. 
A new power of attorney or an authorization to act in a representative capacity needs to be entered in the file if 
additional interviews in the case are to be granted (MPEP 713.05). The remarks regarding claim 1 was not discussed 
because these remarks were similar remarks regarding claim 1 filed on 8/6/2007.
